Mine Injuries 

Funeral Held on Sunday After¬ 
noon; Wife Resides in Poland. 

John Dutka, who passed away at 
the local hospital on Friday morn¬ 
ing a s the result of injuries suffered 
in a mine accident June 10, was 
buried on Sunday afternoon in 
Coleman Catholic cemetery. 

Bom at Wilkowice, Poland he 
grew up in that country and mar¬ 
ried, there being two daughters to 
the marriage. 

In 1923 he came to Canada set¬ 
tling fi*wt at Fernie. The bulk of 
his 18 years in the country was 
spent at Wayne and East Coulee. 
Sometime in 1935 he worked for a 
few months at International before 
leaving once again for the Drum- 
heller Valley. It is about two years 
since he came to Coleman and has 
been an employee of McGillivray 
Creek during that time. 

The funeral was held on Sunday 
afternoon with a brother and Cole¬ 
man Polish Society in charge of ar¬ 
rangements. Interment took place 
in Coleman Catholic cemetery. 

Deceased had been corresponding 
quite regularly with his wife in 
Poland and had already made ap¬ 
plication to immigration authori¬ 
ties for her arrival in Canada at the 
earliest possible moment. Aiware 
of the destitute conditions prevail¬ 
ing at the present time in Poland 
he had been sending parcels in a 
steady stream to his family. In 
fact the day he was injured he had 
a friend send away a parcel he had 
planned on mailing that evening.

Three Tears Old 
Baby Drowned 
In Cesspool 

Accident Occurred at Maple Leaf 
On Tuesday Afternoon. 

A tragic accident occurred Tues¬ 
day afternoon in the yard of Mr. 
and Mrs. Fernand Capron, of Maple 
Leaf, when their three-year-old 
daughter. Evelyn, fell into an open 
cesspool and drowned before her 
absence was noticed. 

The cesspool had been opened the 
afternoon previously when it was 
supposed to have been emptied. The 
contractor failed to arrive and no 
protective rail of any kind was 
placed over the pool. 

Mr. Capron’s uncle, Mr. Frank 
Capron, saw the baby Tuesday 
afternoon playing on the lawn. A 
brief interval after seeing the baby 
he again turned to watch her play 
when she was nowhere to be seen. 
He immediately went to the open 
cesspool and with a five and a half 
foot rake poked around in the 
water. The rake caught the child’s 
body and he was able to pull her to 
the surface but she was found to be 
dead upon examination. 

About five years ago, Mr. Dan 
McKay, road forman, fell down a 
40 foot well in the same lot being 
almost instantly killed. 

RCMP are investigating the 
accident.

Maurice Cooke 
Mentioned In 
King's Honor List 

Made Member of the Order of the 
British Empire. 

Probably the first honor of its 
kind ever to be given to a Coleman 
■citizen was bestowed on Lieutenant 
Alfred Maurice William Cooke on 
Thursday, June 13, when the King’s 
honor list was released revealing 
that he had been made a Member of 
the Order of the British Empire. 

Maurice has since been receiving 
the congratulations of his many 
friends locally and further afield 
but ruefully remarks tnat outside 
of the newspaper report he has 
received nothing officially regarding 
the honor. 

The honor has been won as the 
result of his services to King and 
Country during the war years. 

In August, 1940 he enlisted, serv¬ 
ing with the 15th Alberta Light 
Horse unit until May, 1942. This 
unit had its headquarters in Pincher 
Creek with a detachment in the 
Pass. He was in charge of the Pass 
detachment for approximately 1% 
months. The 15th Alberta Light 
Horse finally disbanded in the 
spring of 1942 and he and one or 
two others transferred to the 93rd 
Battery, *RCA with headquarters 
in Macleod. 

In March, 1943 he received his 
commission, becoming a Second 
Lieutenant. In 1944 he was pro¬ 
moted to the rank of lieutenant 
and took command of the Battery 
in June 1945.

Synthetic Wools 


Science has not been able to dupli¬ 
cate all the good characteristics of 
wool in any one synthetic fibre. Some 
of these fibres feel like wool; others 
look like wool; while others do not 
resemble wool in character or use. 
Nevertheless, the wool grower must 
now compete with these new syn¬ 
thetic fibres, as well as the older 
fibres such as cotton and linen, in a 
restricted civilian market. If Cana¬ 
dian wool is to continue to hold its 
share of the market, the quality of 
the finished product must be the best 
possible.

Dr, Elliott P. Joslin in “Hygeia” 
states that about one in every 200 
people in the U.S.A. has diabetes 
and if the disease were recognized 
in all who had it, the number would 
be greater. Only one in 2,500 children 
under 15 years of age is apt to have 
diabetes. After the age of 65, one 
man in 70 and one woman in 45 has 
diabetes. More than two-thirds of 
the soldiers in this diabetic army 
are over the age of 40 years. 

Diabetes is a disease in which sugar 
formed from the food or from pro¬ 
tein, or stored in the body, cannot 
be utilized and escapes in the urine. 
This causes the sugar in the blood 
to rise above normal and weight to 
be lost. In untreated and severe 
cases as much as a pound may be 
lost in 24 hours. It is no wonder 
that untreated diabetics eat exces¬ 
sively to make up for this loss, and 
that they are thirsty and lose 
strength. 

When you see a fat man or a fat 
woman on the street, mark him well, 
because he is a prospective diabetic. 
The factor of obesity does not hold 
so much for the children. They are 
frequently long rather than broad 
before their diabetes begins. It is 
more dangerous to be fat than thin. 
Furthermore, to bring the under¬ 
nourished up to proper nutrition it 
is estimated that the cost would be 
more than a billion dollars, but to 
reduce the 40 per cent, who are fat 
would not cost a cent and the food 
saved would bring the weight of the 
thin up to normal. 

Who are the diabetic conscripts? 
Who are the soldiers drafted into the 
diabetic army? Who are the ones 
enrolled without a choice? They are 
those with a diabetic heredity. Dia¬ 
betes develops only in those who are 
hereditarily predisposed — in those 
who have had a diabetic ancestor. 
Even if one is fat, he cannot, develop 
diabetes unless some one before him 
in his family has had it. At one 
time, only one diabetic child in five 
was known to have a diabetic rela¬ 
tive, but now heredity can be proved 
with every other one. Consequently, 
people who have relatives with dia¬ 
betes should be doubly, trebly, care¬ 
ful to avoid being fat.

Wives di Indian Soldiers Now Meet 
On Common Ground 

BAREILLY, India.—Breaking the 
age-old custom of strict “purdah”, 
wives of Indian soldiers living at the 
Jat regimental centre are becoming 
club-minded. To meet their growing 
social needs a Women’s Institute has 
been set up here and wives of sepoys, 
non-commissioned officers and Vice¬ 
roy’s commissioned officers now meet 
on common ground to spend their 
leisure hours. 

While the mothers are busy in the 
institute their children play in a 
spacious playground, infants being- 
looked after in the nearby creche. 
The institute provides instructions 
in sewing, darning and needlework.

Soldiers’ families 
are cared for in a four-bed nursing 
home. There is also a child welfare 
centre under an Indian woman doc¬ 
tor.

Doctors In United Kingdom Use 
Penicillin To Treat Mastoid 

The successful use of penicillin by 
the United Kingdom doctors in the 
treatment of mastoid is reported in 
the London press. Application dur¬ 
ing the early stages of the illness is 
stated to have very good results, 
eliminating a difficult and dangerous 
operation which was formerly the 
only remedy. Penicillin is given for 
mastoid in normal injection into the 
bloodstream. Recently a nine-month- 
old baby was cured with 66 penicil¬ 
lin injections. She was treated for 
only three weeks. Dressings of the 
wound after the operation formerly 
lasted from six to nine months. Mas¬ 
toid is an infection of the bone be¬ 
hind the ear which contains many 
cells. The bone is very close to the 
brain.

1 egg Vi teaspoon salt 

1 cup bran 2 Vi teaspoons baking powder 

Blend shortening and sugar thoroughly: add egg and beat well. Stir 
in bran and milk; let soak until most of moisture is taken up. Sift flour 
with salt and baking powder; add to first mixture and stir only until flour 
disappears. Fill greased muffin pans two-thirds full and bake in moder¬ 
ately hot oven (400 deg. F.) 25 to 30 minutes. Yield: 9 muffins (2V* inches 
in diameter). 

Victory Bran Muffins: Omit sugar; beat shortening and egg together 
I thoroughly. 

Corn Syrup Bran Muffins: Substitute Vi cup com syrup for sugar; 
| reduce milk to Vi cup. 

Note: When sour milk or buttermilk is used instead of sweet milk, 
i reduce baking powder to one teaspoon and add Vi teaspoon soda.

RECREATIONAL 
FACILITIES NEEDED 

Crows Nest Lake is one of thp 
Pass’ scenic attractions and a spot 
where an ever increasing number of 
citizens travel in the evenings to 
spend a quiet hour looking across 
the lake and watching the kiddies 
throw rocks in the water or romp 
along the lake edge. 

There is, however a serious lack 
of recreational facilities for the 
children. There are two swings 
which do not even start to meet the 
demand of the youngsters who wait 
for a swing. In addition the swings 
are in a dilapidated condition and 
are held on even keel by a support 
which prevents them from falling. 

Since all Pass’ citizens meet here 
on common ground we put forth the 
suggestion that all three Pass Lions 
dubs, Bellevue, Blairmore, and 
Coleman, meet and consider the 
proposal to erect swing and chute 
facilities at the lake for the re¬ 
creation of the youngsters. Should 
all three clubs combine the cost to 
each would be small. 

It is too bad that the civic bodies 
of Coleman and Blairmore and the 


Parks Department of the provincial 
government could not take greater 
interest in the possible attractions 
at Crows Nest lake. 

FIRE HAZARDS 

How many out-buildings in town 
are stuffed with old clothing, rags, 
paper, etc., and are in serious need 
of a thorough cleaning out? 

Such out-buildings constitute a 
fire hazard of the first degree and 
endanger the homes and business 
places in the vicinity. Time and 
again inspection following a fire 
has shown cause of fire to be the 
result of “junk” inside the building 
having gone on fire and caused the 
entire building to go up in flame. 
On Monday noon the debris in a 
main street garage was found to be 
a fire trap and has been described 
so by members of the fire fighting 
brigade who answered a fire alarm. 
Td eliminate fire risk police inspec¬ 
tion should' be made of numerous 
out-buildings suspected of 'being 
fire hazards, especially on main 
street whre practically all buildings 
are of frame construction and ad¬ 
join each other the entire length of 
the block. 


Western Canada 
Ukrainian 
Folk Festival 

Under the sponsorship of the 
Association of Ukrainian Canadians 
more than 1,000 singers, musicians, 
dancers and gymnasts will take 
part in a two-day Western Canada 
Ukrainian Folk Festival in the Ed¬ 
monton arena, July 27 and 28, so 
stated Michael Korol and Harry 
Yacuk, in charge of the arrange¬ 
ments. 

Four western provinces will be 
heavily represented. Alberta, due 
to the proximity of the festival, will 
have over 700 participants; Sas¬ 
katchewan will be represented by 
175, Manitoba 160 and British Co¬ 
lumbia 125. 

The coming festival will differ 
entirely from the usual musical 
festivals in that it will not take 
the form of competitions between 
the various cities and farm com¬ 
munities, but rather in a form of 
a huge collective ensemble. It will 
be a symphony of 1,000 voices and 
strings and will represent an im¬ 
portant contribution by a large or¬ 
ganization of Ukrainian Canadians 
to the post-war cultural develop¬ 
ment of Canada. 

During the past few months, 
each participating locality in west¬ 
ern Canada has been rehearsing 
identical musical, folk dancing 
steps and acrobatic numbers. 

The Western Canada Ukrainian 
Folk Festival will be conducted by 
a well qualified musician, Mr. John 
Moscow, a member of the famed 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra. 

Their Excellencies, the Governor- 
General of Canada, Field Marshal, 
the Rt. Hon. Viscount Alexander, 
and Lady Alexander have gracious¬ 
ly consented to head the list of 
patrons, which includes many 
prominent figures in Canada’s so¬ 
cial and cultural life. 

Former Coleman 
Youth Writes 
From England 

Robert Haxton Makes Enquiries 
Regarding Conditions in Cole¬ 
man; Father Died Here. 

Adam Wilson is in receipt of a 
letter from a former Coleman 
youth, Robert Haxton, who resides 
at the present time at Rugby, Eng., 
who makes enquiry regarding con¬ 
ditions in Coleman. 

Mr. Haxton may still be remem¬ 
bered by citizens who resided here 
from 1922 to 26. 

The Journal reprints extracts 
from the letter as it mentions 
names and brings back memories: 

“Well Mr. Wilson, I had better 
give you a brief outline of myself. 
I was bom at Lochgelly, Fifeshire, 
Scotland, and went with Dad to 
Coleman in 1922. I had to come 
home again in ’26, as Dad died. As 
a matter of fact he was employed 
at the mine under a Mr. Cosgrove. 
The superintendent then was a Mr. 
Davies and a Mr. Scott was chief 
mechanic, you may remember them. 
The person Dad came out to was 
“Big Bill” Smith, who also woiked 
at the mine. There was also another 


chap who came out with us, a Robt. 
Wilson, I don’t know if he is still in 
Coleman or not. Some of Dad’s pals 
were Mr. Roughead, Dickson, Kel- 
lock, Bell (of the hotel) and the 
chaps who used to stand around 
Ouimettes corner when it was nick¬ 
named “Fife’s Coroner.” Dad was 
the trainer of the football team 
when it won the championship of 
District 18, UiMWA, and they went 
to Calgary to play the final. 

“I was at school with some of the 
followi g: Bill Fraser (5th St.), 
Mel., Roach and Jim Cousins, Blyth 
Davidson, Robt. Pattinson. I won¬ 
der if the W. B. Fraser jr., is the 
same one that went to school with 
me. He had two sisters and a broth¬ 
er Jim and his Dad and Mother 
came from Wemyss or Methil dis¬ 
trict. 

“Could you send me a copy of 
your local paper please. 

“I am a member of .the Lodge 
Minto No. 385 and 1 wish to ex¬ 
press my gratitude to the Coleman 
lodge for what they done for my 
mother and myself when my father 
died in 1926. It may be a bit late, 
but I have never had the oportunity 
before to do so. Mother always had 
a good word for Coleman right till 
she died two years ago. She was a 
member of Lodge Minerva. Thank¬ 
ing you again Mr. Wilson and all 
at the Coleman lodge.

Accidental Death 
Verdict Of 
Coroner’s Jury 

Inquest Held Saturday Night 
Into Death of John Dutka; Un¬ 
fortunate Accident. 

A coroner’s jury on Saturday 
night enquired into the death of 
John Dutka, 50, fatally injured at 
McGillivray Creek on June 10, 
passing away at the local hospital 
on June 15. 

Personnel of the jury under 
coroner Don. MacPherson included 
Henry Tiberghien, John Seaman, 
Adam Wilson, Sam Patterson, 
(foreman), Charles Gil mar and 
John Galvin. 

Immediately after swearing in the 
jury Coroner MacPherson adjourn¬ 
ed the proceedings to allow the jury 
to view the body. 

Dr. E. J. Liesamer identified the 
body as that of John Dutka. He 
gave evidence of deceased having 
been brought to hospital June 10 
suffering from acute abdominal in¬ 
juries. Among other injuries was a 
ruptured bowel which had caused 
peretonitis which had caused death. 

Archie Beveridge, nightshift fire¬ 
boss, told of having examined the 
place of accident at 5:20 that morn¬ 
ing and had found it in good con¬ 
dition. 

Wm. Hopkins, fireboss, had in¬ 
spected the place shortly before 10 
a.m. and also found it in good con¬ 
dition. The coal had been mined by 
air picks. 

Wm. Clark, partner, told of Dutka 
working in the crosscut. The two 
men had just finished lunch. Dutka 
had been “trying to get this rock 
down—it was a small one.” Shortly 
after Dutka had called to him and 
upon approaching him Dutka had 
said he was hurt as the rock had 
fallen upon him. He immediately 
called fireboss Hopkins who was in 
the adjoining room. He estimated 
the rook weighed 60 to 80 pounds. 
He described Dutka as a safe miner 
who at that particular time had 
been mining this particular rock 
half on his side and half on his back 
He stated that Dutka appeared in 
considerable pain. 

A. E. Graham, mine surveyor, 
submitted prints of the scene of the 
accident and explained various 
points to the jury. 

Mr. Hopkins was called to the 
stand a second time. He described 
the coal face and the roof condition. 
He estimated the rock which re¬ 
sulted in Dutka’s death to be well 
under 100 pounds and estimated 
that it fell only a distance of two 
feet. The injured man did not ap¬ 
pear to be in great pain. Dutka had 
not wanted to wait for the stretch¬ 
er and had started to the surface 
on foot assisted by two other 
miners. The stretcher bearers 
finally caught up and the injured 
man was carried out. 

The jury’s verdict was “Accidental 
death with no blame attached to 
anyone.”

Had 
our attitude been hopeless and cynical we would surely have lost the war, 
and if we allow this viewpoint to develop now, we may well lose the peace. 
It was courage and determination on the part of the people of all the Allied 
nations which made possible the victory and it is apparent that these quali- 
s much, if not more, than they were during the war. 


It is natural that the individual citizen should feel 
that there is little he can do ahout such stupen¬ 
dous problems as famine, strikes, and international 
tension, but if all the people interested themselves 
sincerely in the affairs of the day, and made their opinions felt they might 
help, in some degree at least, to shape the course of events. In Canada 
it would be interesting to know what percentage of the people know the 
names of their representatives in Parliament and in the Provincial Legisla¬ 
ture. In rural communities the percentage might be fairly high, but there 
would undoubtedly be many in all parts of the country who know little 
about their representatives and have little interest in them. Yet if they 
wished to do so, the people could make known through these representatives, 
their opinions in regard to the food crisis, labor trouble and other problems 
which affect the public welfare. Many legislators have stated that they 
welcome expressions of opinion from the people they represent, and a 
strongly presented viewpoint on any question-would without doubt influ¬ 
ence the policy of the country. Instead of giving in to feelings of cynicism 
and pessimism regarding the future, the people should take up the challenge 
to work through every possible means to build the kind of a world for 
which the war was fought and won.

Health Service For Indians And 
Eskimos To Be Increased 
Plans of the Health Department 
for expansion of health services and 
medical treatment for Indians and 
Eskimos were outlined to the Parlia¬ 
mentary commjttee on Indian affairs 
by Hon. B. Claxton, Health , Min¬ 
ister. 

The Minister told the committee, 
)w studying revision of the Indian 
Act, that the department’s proposals 
aimed to: 

1. Increase staffs and revise sal- 
ries, re-organize the professional 

staff on a service basis and increase 
hospital facilities and the number of 
nursing stations. 

2. Intensify tuberculosis case find¬ 
ings, extend use of vaccine and ex¬ 
tend and develop specific immuniza-' 
tion. 

3. Provide for medical examina¬ 
tion of those entering the north and 
require those who may be a danger¬ 
ous source of infection to accept pre¬ 
scribed treatment. 

4. Arrange for fuller use of Gov¬ 
ernment transportation facilities for 
the movement of medical personnel 
and patients and extend co-operation 
with all appropriate agencies work¬ 
ing in the health field. 

5. Provide increased dental care, 
improve first aid arrangements and 
increase research activity. 

6. Appoint departmental nurses to 
residential schools and train Indian 
doctors and nurses.
